Washington, January’ 13.—Stat- 
utes of “dry” states permitting per-

amounts of intoxicants 
for their own use were in effect 
nullified by the so-called Reed 
“bone dry” amendment enacted by 
congress, the supreme court. held 
today, in an opinion reversing the 
federal court for the southern dis- 
trict of West Virginia. 

Justice McReynolds, in a dis 
ing opinion in which Justice 
concurred, held that the sae 
amendment was not an interstate 
commerce regulatory measure, but a 
direct. meddling with state affairs 
and as such purely beyond the pow- 
er of the federal government. 

The case came up on an appeal of 
the government from the lower 


_. court decision dismissing. proceed- 


ings brought against Dan Hill for 
carrying a quart of liquor into West 
Virginia for his personal use as 
permitted. by the state law. . The 
trial court held that such transpor- 
tation did not come within the 
meaning of the Reed amendment, 
which, it held; was intended to ap- 
ply only to actual shipments of 
liquor. The supreme court re 
manded the case for retrial. 

The Majority Opinien. 

In rendering the majority opinion 
Justice Day said: 

“In view of the authority. of con- 
gress over the subject m and 
the enactment of previoug- fégisla- 
tion embodied in the be! ons and 
Webb-Kenyon laws, w ye no 
question that congress e d this 
statute because of its belief that

“The Reed amendment in no prop- 
er sence regulates interstate com- 
merce, but is a direct intermeddling 
with the state’s internal affairs. 
Whether regarded ae reward or pun- 
ishment for wisdom-or folly in en- 
acting limited prohibition the 
amendment so construed, I think 
goes beyond federal power; and to 
hold otherwise opens possibilities for 
partial and sectional legislation 
which may destroy proper control 
of their own. affairs by the several 
states. If congress may deny liquor 
to those who live in a state simply 
because its manufacture is not per- 
mitted there, why may not this be 
_ done for any suggested reason, namely 
because e 
are hanged tr murder or coals are 
dug. Where is the limit? The Reed 
am ment as now construed is” & 
c ressional fiat imposing more 
complete. prohibition whenever the 
state has assumed to prevent man- 
ufacture or sale of intoxicants.”

‘Says Heavy Casualties 
in Argonne Were Due to 
Lack of Airplanes and 


Artillery — Censorship 


Arrogant. 


Topeka, Kan., January 13.—Lack 
of equipment, airplanes and trans- 
portation facilities were responsi- 
ble for the heavy losses suffered by 
the thirty-fifth division in its drive 
against the Germans in the Argonne 
forest, declared Governor Henry J 
Allen this afternoon in an address 
at the city auditorium. This address 
following the inaugural exercises 
was the first Mr. Allen has made 
on his experiences on the battle 
front while in the Y. M. C. A. 

ice. 

Governor Allen asserted that the 
thirty-fifth suffered 7,000 casualties 
in the six days’ battle, or half the 
strength of the division. 

Censorship Arrogant. 

Governor Allen, who spent ten 
months in France for the Red Cross 
and YM. C. A., also criticized 
the censorship charging that it “be- 
came as arrogant and absolute as 
the censorship of Germany, lacking 
only the German intelligence.” 

“On September 25 the 35th di- 
vision started to enter the Ar- 
gonne,”” said Governor Allen. “By 
noon the next day the doughboys 
hed gone beyond range of the ar- 
tiflery. They fought: for four days 
without any artillery support. 1 
‘went along the roads leading up 
to. the. battle lines and time after 
time I saw the roads choked with 
the bodies of horses that had been 
killed or had died in the harness in 
the efforts to bring up the artillery. 
The lack of artillery support was 
not due to the men or their officers. 
It was lack of transport. We did 
not have enough horses, and what 
we did have were too old and feeble 
to do the work.” 

The governor declared that there 
shoyld have been 6,000 horses in- 
stead of 3,200 which were available 
when the men entered the battle 
and many “were old. ones that the 
French had discarded as of no fur- 
ther use to them.” | 

“Yet our army paid $400 each for 
these animals, only to be forced to 


| shoot them a day or two later. They 


were too old and. feeble to do the 
work,” he continued. 

Germans Dominated Air. 
Governor Allen declared that the 
Germans maintained domination of 
the air on the American front. “We 
saw much in the papers that came 
to us of American domination of 
the air. But we did not know that 
throughout the war it was going to 
be a domination of hot air;” he said. 
“There was no lack of bravery on 


American aviators were’ pitte

Blairsville, Ga., January 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Following the arrival here 
today ¥. United States Marshal 
Howard Thompson and a conference 
held tonight by the marshal, Colo- 
nel Herman Glade, in charge of the 
military expeditionary force from 
Camp Gordon, and United States 
Commissioner W. E. Candler, at the 
home of Mr. Candler, announcement 
was made that Rose and Margaret 
Crawley would be #@Whder arrest 
and sent to Atlanta for safe keeping. 

It was also decided to send to At- 
lanta Frank and Felix Crawley, 
who were captured today at the 
Crawley home, when it was sur- 
rounded by the soldiers from Gor- 
don. These were the only two men 
in the residence at the time, the 
other occupants being Rose, who is 
sick; Margaret, who is caring for 
her sister, Candisy, and their moth- 
er, Mrs. Felix Crawley. 

After the conference Marshal 
Thompson said that he had come to 
Blairsville following orders received 
direct from Washington to the ef- 
fect that the marshal’s force give 
every aid in its power to the mili- 
tary party, in an effort to sweep 
the hills clean of deserters and 
slackers. 

Order Is Significant. 

This order is considered signifi- 
cant in that it shows that the end 
of the war has not brought immuni- | 
ty to those who dodged their duty: 
when their country was in danger’ 
and calling for the serve of the: 


otitdiens in rons. cases. 


number of slackers and deserters, it 
is stated, not all of them natives, 
for government authorities have 
been informed that many men; who 
were about to be drafted in other, 
sections, fled to the Georgia moun- 
tain region, considering it the safest 
place, and that many who de- 
serted sought refuge there. 

Marshal Thompson holds warrants 
for many of these dodgers, and 
knows where they can be found. It 
is now probable that the soldiers 
will be in this neighborhood for a 
considerable length of time in scour- 
ing the mountains, and will not 
leave until all violators of the law 
are in jail. 


Will Break Up*« Stills. 


In addition to the work of aiding 
the government troops, the federnl 
officers will also make every effort 
to break up stills in this section and 
to capture moonshiners and a num- 
ber of white slavers, who, accord- 
ing to report, are hiding in the 
mountain fastnesses,' - 

A squad of soldiers surround the 
Crawley cabin tonight, keeping 
guard over the women who are in- 
side and watching for the three men, 
whom they expect to come back 
with a party of sympathizers. 

It is known that the three boys 
who eluded capture when Frank and 
Felix Crawley were arrested, came 
tothe home Sunday night, and that 
Blaine Stuart was there this morn- 
ing. They slipped away again, 
leaving only the women to make 
up the household. The officers 
have reason to believe that darkness 
will cause the fugitives with their 
friends to attempt entrance to the 
place again, and hence six men from 
the detachment have been stationed 
near the house, in addition to the 
troops doing duty there. 

The Crawley boys, who were ar- 
rested this morning, are now in jail 
in Blairsville, and will be taken to At- 
lanta as soon as possible. The au- 
thorities are afraid that they may 
be freed from jail by their sympa- 


+thizers: and they are also afraid that 


an attempt may be made to get 
them out by the friends of Deputy 
Marshal Dixon, who was killed by 
one of the Crawleys. For these rea- 
sons it is thought desirable to lodge 
Frank and Felix in an Atlanta 
prison. 


Dixen’s Relatives Aid. 


As the column of troops_jyiarched 
across the townd square this morning 
shortly after daybreak, a group of 
silent men armed with rifles and 
shotguns stood by the side of their 
horses and waited fof the soldiers to

After a long discussion as to where 
the money was to be obtained to pay 
for the two pumps which the city 
will have some time this year, the 
finance committee Monday afternoon 
decided to anticipate the funds which 
would be derived from a bond issue 
of $350,000, as there would be no 
way of finding the money for this 
obligation without abolishing some 
department of the city government 
or crippling all of them. This bond 
issge election will be called soon. 

hen the necessity for ordering 
the pumps came up last year a bond 
election was called, but failed to 
pass because of the few voters who, 
went to the polls. Asa G. Candler, 
at that time mayor, himself signed 
the contract for the machinery so 
that the contracts might be placed 
without d2lay, and council agreed to 
supply the money in 1919. 

WIN Take $300,000. 

The actual cost of the pumps will 
bé $260,000 and the expense of equip- 
ment will take the amount needed 
beyond $200,000. Outside of the au- 
thorization of a bond sale there were 
only two sojutions which presented 
themselves to the members of the 
finance committee Monday—one, the 
raising of the tax assessments, the 
other, ‘the levy of a special tax. 

Acting upon the assumption that 
the vast majority of citizens would 
prefer the issuance of bonds to an 
increase in their taxes, the commit- 
tee finally agreed to anticipate such 
@ source of income. This was not 
do however, until they called 
Mayor Key into consultation, and 
found that such a plan would meet 
his approval. 

There was the suggestion of cut- 
ting down on the departments of the 
city to raise the funds, but this 
would mean that some important 
work of the city would have to be 
given up altogether, or that prac- 
the. city’s. enterprises 


the poitit was stressed that| 


many otherwise faithful citizens 
will sometimes neglect to vote for 
such an important measure when a 
special election is called, with the 
result that there is not a sufficiency 
of votes to carry the bonds. In this 
instance the public will have to pay 
for the pumps in the last analysis, 
but the bond tssue will avoid any 
additional tax. ety 
Reduced Income. 

The finance committee is faced 
with the problem of a reduced in- 
come this year, due largely to the 
shrinkage which is expected in the 
receipts of the water department.

Burleson Scored 
For Increasing 
Telephone Rates 


Public Service Commis- 
sions of Six States De- 
clare the Recent Order 
of Postmaster General 
Unconstitutional. 


Chicago, January 13.—Declaring 
unconstitutional the recent order of 
Postmaster General Burleson pro- 
viding for an increase in telephone 
rates, representatives of the pub- 
lic service commissions of Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Indiana, Min- 
nesota and Virginia at a meeting 
today protested against this action 
as an encroachment of the federal 
government upon the power of state 
utility commissions to regulate in- 
trastate rates. 

Resolutions passed at the confer- 
ence declared that there is nothing 
in the resolution of congress author- 
izing the federal administration to 
assume possession of the telephone 
and telegraph systems, which justi- 
fies the federal administration “at 


this time and in this arbitrary man- 
ner to issue an order which is in 
effect a very substantial increase in 


‘telephone bey 8 both intrastate and 


interstate.” @ resolutions also 
stated that the increases, which 
“range from 20.to 200 per cent, 
are unreasonable, excessive and dis- 
ort natory,” leading to “undue and 
lied-for tax upon thé public.”

Water Bills Will Be 
Cared for by City As 
Formerly and Same Tel- 
ephone Service Will Be 


Allowed. 


CITY NURSES CONTINUE 
WORK FOR THE SYSTEM 


Park Department Wi11 
Look After the School 
Grounds, and Other 
Services Will Be Given 
Without Charge. 


At a joint meeting of the finance 
committee of council and the board 
of education on Monday afternoon, 
held at the request of the commit- 
tee, which is devoting this week to 
the preparation of the year’s fi- 
nance sheet for the city, an ar- 
rangement as to the appropriation 
for the schools in 1919 was reached 
which was entered into with a 
spirit of fairness by the two bodies 
and concluded with utmost satis- 
faction to all. 

In accordance with the terms of 
the new law, the amount which wfill 
be appropriated for schools this 
year is estimated to be a little under 
$900,000, or a percentage of 21.8763 
of the city’s current income. 

Chairman Harvey Hatcher opened 
the meeting by reading the statute 
by which there must be as large a 
percentage of the eity’s current 
funds set aside for schools in 1919 
as thtre was in 1918, He then re- 
ported that following out the rul- 
ing of City Attorney James L. May- 
son on what was and what was not 
to be considered current income, 
the city’s receipts on which the 
school allotment was to be based 
reached last year $4,173,539,01. Out 
of this $913,000 wag appropriated 
for schools, giving a proportion of 
21.8763 for this department of the 
city. 

City to Bear Expense. 

Several of the items of expense 
for the schools which have not heen 
included in the annual appropria- 
tions were brought up by W. H. 
Terrell, of the board of education, 
and in each instance the councilmen. 
agreed to continue to bear the bur- 
den of these. The water bills, for 
instance, will be taken care of ay 


the ny as meres for. 


The same Sclopknhe service 
which has been furnished will be 
allowed, the cost of this to be added 
to"the appropriation. The park de- 
partment will continue to look after 
the school grounds and the medical 
inspection in the schools will re-. 
main in the hands of the city health 
officer and his assistants, the city 
bearing the expense. The city 
nurses will be at the call of the in- 
spéctinge physicians, and will serve 
the city the rest of .the time. 

The question of coal was brought 
up by Councilman Nutting and in- 
volved a long discussion. L. M. 
Landrum, treasurer of the school 
system, said he thought there were 
about 1,400 tons of coal on hand, for 
which there had been paid $6.50 a 
ton. Upon motion of Alderman Mc- 
Clelland it was decided to allow, the 
schools all the coal which has teen 
paid for already, although when 
this is gone the board of education 
will have to use a part of their own 
funds to replenish the supply. 

Mayor Key, who was present, 
asked what action would be taken 
in regard to the services of\ the 
comptroller’s department, and that 
of the purchasing department which 
have been heretofore afforded the 
schools. It was unanimously agreed 
that the use of these departments 
should be allowed the _ schools 
throughout the year. 

Income of City. 

Councilman A. J. Orme announced 
that calculations showed the city’s 
anticipated income for this year is 
$4,090,063, or $83,476 below that of 
1918. It is upon this basis that the 
school appropriation will be set- 
tled now at a figure near $900,000. 
If during the course of the year 
there are increases in the income 
not now looked for, the schools will 
receive its proportionate share of 
the additional funds. On the other 
hand, if any of the resources count- 
ed on should fail in part, the schools 
would have to suffer a proportion- 
ate loss. 

The finance committee, however, 
have labored diligently on the esti- 
mate of the moneys available dur- 
ing the year, and it is not likely 
that they have placed the prospect- 
ive receipts too high. 

When all financial questions re- 
lating to the schools had been de- 
cided the members of the board 
were excused. Upon leaving Paul 
Fleming, president, expressed to the 
committee his appreciation on be- 
half of the schaol commissioners 
for the consideration which had 
been shown by the commiteemen 
and the spirit of co-operation which 
he said had been manifested by 


councilmen in general toward the 
new board.

Supreme Council Reaches 

Agreement Regarding 
Stipulations on Which 
Armistice Is. to Be Re- 
newed January 17. 


PRESIDENT WILSON 
ATTENDED,COUNCIL 


Japan Represented for the 
First Time—New Terms 
Require Germany to Re- 
store at Once Every- 
thing Stolen From Bel- 
gium and France.

‘The proceedings today were dl- 
vided into two distinct stages, The 
first, the morning meeting, was pre- 
sided over hy Marshal Foch, at 
which the military, naval and eco- 
nomic authorities reached aff agree- 
ment-on new terms for the armi- 
stice expiring on January 17. The 
United States was represented by 
Major Genera! Biiss, Admiral Benson 
and Herbert C., Hoover; Great Bri- 
tain by General Sir Henry Wilson; 
France by Marshal Foch; General 
Weygard, his chief of staff. M. 
Klotz, minister of marine, and Italy 
by General Robilant. 

Accord Is Complete. 

The accord reached is said to have 
been complete, embracing financial 
terms, whereby Germany must re- 
store the sums taken from the cities 
and towns in the devastated re- 
gions; military, whereby Germany 
must restore the guns taken and 
promptly deliver up rolling stock 
and locomotives, and economic, 
whereby food relief will reach the 
famished regions. 

It was this program, completed 
in the morning, which confronted 
the council when it convened at 3 
o'clock. As the statesmen gathered, 
it was seen that their ranks were 
notably increased by the two Jap- 
anese delegates, Viscount Chinda 
and Ambassador Matsui, while Gen- 
eral Bliss, Mr. Hoover and Rear 
Admiral Grayson accompanied Pres- 
ident Wilson and Secretary Lansing, 
with Bernard M. Baruch and Edward 
N. Hurley later added to the Ameri- 
can representation. 

The British forces were similar- 
ly increased by Andrew Bonar law 
and General Wilson, while France, 
besides Premier Clemenceau and 
Foreign Minister Pichon, -had its 
ministers of marine, commerce, 
finance and reconstrection and Ad- 
miral de Bon, chief of the French 
naval staff.

ADVIGE TO WILSON 
FROM ROOSEVELT 


Last Article by Colonel 
Was on League of Na- 
tions — Wilson’s Utter- 
ances Declared to Be 
Only Rhetorical. 


Kansas City, January 13.—Ap ar- 
ticle on the league of nations, the 
last contribution that Colonel The- 
odore Roosevelt prepared for The 
Kansas City Star, appeared in that 
newspaper today.

d PERSONS KILLED, 
OVER 20 INIURED 


As Result of Railway Col- 
lision Near Philadelphia. 
Flyer Crashes Into Local 
Passenger Train. 


Philadelphia, January 13.—Nine 
persons were killei and more than 
a score injured tonight when the 
Scranton flyer on the Philadejphia 
and Reading railway crashed into 
the rear of a Doylestown local train 
while the latter was standing a 
quarter of a mile below Fort Wash- 
ington station, fifteen miles north 
of this city. 

The rear car of the local was de- 
meélished. When the engine of the ex- 
press struck it the seats and roof of 
the coach, an old wooden type, were 
thrown into a heap, burying all the 
passengers in it. : The engine plowed 
through the coach until it reached 
the last seat. Seven passengers, who 
were killed outright, were mangled 
almost beyond recognition. Two 
others died while they were being 
rushed to hospitals in the outlying 
sections of Philadelphia ina special 
relief train.

CRITICISM OF WILSON - 
DURING THE DEBATE 


But Measure Passed, 240 


to 73—President Asserts — 
That Bolshevism Cannot 
Be Stopped by Force But 
That It Can Be Stopped 
by Food. 


Washington, Jannary 13.—Appro- 
priation of $100,000,000 for famine 
relief in Europe oatside of Germany 
was approved tonight by the house, 
which passed the administration 
measure after its enactment had 
been urged anew today by Presi- 
dent Wilson as the only effective 
means of combating the westward 
spread of Bolshevism. The bill now 
goes to the senate, where its early 
passage is planned. 

Party lines were effaced in the 
house debate and vote, and despite 
energetic demanas by opponents of 
the bill for more specific informa- 
tion regarding the proposed expen- 
diture, and criticism of the prest- 
dent, Herbert C. Hoover and Vance 
McCormick, chairman of the war 
trade board, a special rule reported 
by the rules committee was adopted 
and afterward the Bill was passed, 
240 to 73. 

One Amendment Aetenenk:: 

The only amendment accepted was 
one by Representative Sherley, in 
charge of the measure, which per-, 
mits use of part of the fund for re- 
lief in countries contiguous to Bu- 
rope. This would make it possible 
to aid the Armenians and other 
suffering peoples th fhe Near East.

The president added that unless 
the “tide of anarchism” is stemmed. 
it may not be possible to find def- 
inite governments with which to 
conclude peace. 

“Bolshevism thrives only on star- 
vation and disorder,” declared Mr. 
White, who said it was impossible 
to inaugurate the peace conference 
under proper auspices without pre- 
vious adequate provisions to cope 
with the food situation.

CRAWLEY SISTERS 
SOON TO BE ARRESTED 


Continued From First Page. 


Taylor Dixon traveled on horseback 
across the mountains from Pickens 
county overnight to reach Blairs- 
ville by the time the military force 
moved on the Crawley home this 
morning. 

In event the fugitive members of 
the Crawley clan succeed in evading 
the authorities residents say the 
feudal relation that the tragedy has 
precipitated will eventuate in the 
capture or slaying of Dixon’s mur- 


erer. 

The trail which led to the capture 
of two of the Crawley clan today 
was over a mountainous § stretch, 
caked with fce and frozen mud. A 
large part of the travel was through 
paths that traversed dense wood 
thickets. 

Men in High Spirits. 

The men were in high spirits and 
made the trip in surprisingly short 
time, keeping constantly at the heels 
of the mounted men who led them. 
A detachment of eighteen under di- 
rect command of Colonel Glade 
marched on the Crawleys, while a 
second detachment of troops, com- 
manded by Captain Hathaway, took 
another route in search of deserters. 

Colonel Glade rode at the head of 
the Crawley expedition, accompa- 
nied by a mounted guide, The men 
were traveling in light marching 
order, burdened only with their ri- 
fles and cartridge belts. Despite the 
severe cold and bracing wind of the 
early morning, the soldiers wore no 
overcoats, and their snappy, spir- 
ited step, soon had them moist with 
perspirataion. 

En route to Rickett mountain, at 
the foot of which the Crawley home 
is located, the troops passed a gath- 
ering of natives, who told of reports 
that the Crawleys were prepared to 
offer resistance and that they had 
raised three red flags in token of 
defiance. 

A mile distance from Rickett, 
Lawrence Crawley, a half-brother 
of George Crawley, was encountered, 
driving a wagon, near his home on 
Coosa road. He was stopped and 
escorted back to his house, where 
United States marshals, while sol- 
diers stood on guard outside, 
searched the premises. No ®*vidence 
of the presence of outsiders was 
found, and he was permitted to go 
unmolested. It had been reported 
to the authorities that the Crawleys 
had stationed outposts at their kins- 
man’s home. 


Many Rumors Heard. 


The rumor that the clan was be- 
ing setved by watchers along the 
ersist- 
ed throvehout the journey to Rick- 
ett mountain. Wayfarers and resi- 
dents of the section brought stories 
of the resistance the Crawleys were 
a oye to put up. 

he mounted men of the expedl- 
tion were first to arrive at the high 
wooden gate, which opened up on a 
wide expanse of cleared ground, 
which surrounds the home. The 
house is at the foot of a tall ridge, 
which is a spur of Rickett mountain.

dy’s nurse, who told the authorities | 


yesterday that she had seen Madame 
Lebaudy put “something” in a 
dresser drawer after the shooting, 
exclaiming, “God will never forgive 
me.” Mr. Weeks said the investi- 
gation probably would last several 
days. 
Hopes for Acquittal. 

Jacqueline was accompanied to 
the court room by Mrs. Charles De 
Saulles, a sister-in-law of Mrs. 
Bianca De Saulles, whose acquittal 
of a charge of murdering her hus- 
band, in her home, “the Box,” ad- 
joining the Lebaudy home, is said 
to have’ given Madame Lebaudy 
hope that she, too, will be acquitted 
if any charge is brought against 
her by the grand jury. 

At the close of today’s investiga- 
tion Mr. Weeks said that neither 
Jacqueline nor, so far as he had 
learned, any other person witnessed 
the shooting.

“When father was away he would 
write to mother once in a while 
and would send ‘10,000 kisses’ to 
me,” she is said to have declared,

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AT PEACE CONGRESS 


Sofia, January 13.—Bulgaria’s 
hopes and expectations at the peace 
conference were outlined to the As- 
sociated Press by General Theodo- 
roff, the Bulgarian foreign minister. 

“In the east.” he gaid. “we think 
we are justified in asking for the 
restoration of the Adrianople dis- . 
trict as far as the Midia-Enos line, 
which was awarded to Bulgaria by 
the London treaty of May, 1913. 

“On the south we t free ac- 
céas to the Aegéan ‘from Enos 
to Orfani, Which Greece has repeat- 


edly acknowledged belongs to us. In 
the south between Bulgaria and 


‘Greece we feel the frontrer should 


run due west from Saloniki to 
Mount Cnammes, in accordance with 
the logical delimitation made in 
the St. Stefano treaty. 

“In Macedonia we expect that por- 
tion which was admitted by the 
Serbians in their treaty with us. in 
1912 as of Bulgarian origin and 
character, which includes the towns 
of Monastir, Prilep and Veles (Ko- 
prili). 

“As for the part which is desig- 
nated in the treaty as the ‘contested 
zone,’ which includes thg districts 
of Uskub and “umanova, the de- 
cision respecting which was to be 
left under the terms of the treaty 
to the then Russian emperor, we are 
content to leave to the peace con- 
ference to determine. 

“As to Dobrudja, we hope the 
peace conférence will undo the in- 
justice done Bulgaria when this 

rovince was taken from her by the 

ussians in order that they might 
give it to Rumania .n return for 
Bessarabia. Although the Ruma- 
nians have tried for forty years to 
colonize Dobrudija, it still remains 
Bulgarian in language. 

“In short, relying upon President 
Wilson's principle of nationalities, 
what we desire is our national union 
within the unquestionable ethno- 
graphical boundaries of our race in 
the east. Our neighbors never based 
their pretension for Bulgarian ter- 
ritory on the principle of nattonali- 
ties, but upon the basis of equilib- 
rium, as they cannot tnvokKe the 
principle of supremacy or equilib- 
rium against us, since every one of 
them is likely to become from two 
to three times larger than Bul- 
fraria.”

Fairly Even Terms, 

Spartacan leaders had been able 
to conclude an armistice on fairly 
even terms. It was stipulated gov- 
ernment troops should not be rein- 
forced during the truce, nor resume 
operations without a half day’s no- 
tice. 

The capture of the Vorwaerts 
building is considered rather im- 
portant strategically. The plant is 
not in the group of other newspa- 
per offices, but lies deeper into 
Spartacan territory between the 
principal newspaper quarter and the 
Spartacan headquarters at thecen- 
tral ~police station. -Its capture, 
therefore, interferes with the Spar- 
tacan communications with outlying 
detachments. The Vorwaerts build- 
ing was badly damaged by artillery 
fire. 

The arrest of Georg Ledebour, 
leader of the independent social- 
ists, is looked upon as significant 
as a complete break in his relations 
with the cabinet and presumably 
the end of the clandestine negotia- 
tions looking to a compromise of

has been killed. He has, however, 
faded from sight with Chief of Po- 
lice Eichhorn.

Spartacan forces outside of Ber- 
lin have been able to a certain ex- 
tent to interfere with the arrival 
of government reinforcements. At 
Lautsch, near Leipsic, they are re- 
ported to have disarmed three train 
loads of troops on their way to 
Berlin. 

GOVERNMENT TAKES 
POLICE BUILDING. 

Berlin, January 13.—Government 
forces have captured the police 
headquarters after a short bom- 
bardment. When the fighting be- 
gan the troops fired a few shells 
and then waited to see what effect 
had been made upon the Spartacans. 
When the latter failed to show signs 
of yielding two men were sent for- 
ward with a white flag, demand- 
ing the surrender of the Spartacans. 
They were fired upon and killed by 
the men. holding the building. 

Artillery fire then was resumed 
for a few minutes and the Sparta- 
cans began trying to flee. The sol- 
diers thereupon stormed the build- 
ing with a cheer and took several 
hundred prisoners.

The real revolutionary headquar- 
ters for the entire insurgent cam- 
paign had been in this building and 
its capture leaves tne revolutionists 
without any important stronghold 
in Greater Berlin. 

Police Chief Eichhorn was not 
among the prisoners taken by the 
government forces, 

The troops began surrounding 
the building late last evening and 


machine gun fire was opened 
against the Spartacans soon after 
midnight. 

The defenders replied energetical- 
ly and for some hours were able 
to keep their machine gunfire going 
by replacing the guns which the 
fire of the government forces put 
out of commission. 

The artillery fire began at 4 
o’clock in the morning and the fire 
of the defenders gradually died 
away and ceased entirely after 
fifty-five shells had been sent into 
the building by the soldiers. 

The attacking party in the final 
assault worked its way -forward 
with hand grenades and stormed 
the building from two sides. The 
number of Spartacans pulled out of 
hiding places by the troops and dis- 
armed and locked up is placed at 
more than 300. 

Some of the captured Spartacans 
began cheering for Dr. Liebknecht 
as they were being marched through 
the streets, but the soldiers shut 
their mouths’in summary fashion. 
The soldiers, except those left to 
guard the building, returned to 
their barracks with bands playing 
and the men singing, while the resi- 
dents of the locality, wno had been 
living in terror of their lives for a 
week, during which time the Spar- 
tacan domination of the whole dis- 
trict had been undisputed, cheered 
the victorious troops. 

Buildings Stormed. 


Loyal troops carried by storm the

building is in the vicinity of the 
one occupied by The Vorwaerts and 
occupation of it by the Bolshevists 
had rendered the whole quarter un- 
safe.

The capture of he Vorwaerts 
building was carried out by ap- 
proximately 500 loyal troops. They 
first destroyed an entrenchment in 
front of the building, consisting of 
rollg of printing paper behind which 
two machine guns had been in- 
stalled. Two shots from a mine 
thrower swept away the whole for- 
tification, with the gun crew. 

The Spartacans sent a white flag 
forward, but were told nothing but 
unconditional surrender would be 
considered. Two mine throwers 
and two field guns then began a 
systematic bombarament and _ sol- 
diers\ worked their way forward 
with ‘machine guns and finally 
stormed the building. They met 
with little resistance inside, the de- 
fendets being mostly civilians, in- 
cluding some Russians. 

The court yard was filled with 
dead and wounded, and 300 pris- 
oners, including a number of Rus- 
sians, were taken. Among the pris- 
oners was a man understoood to be 
the Bolshevist Agent Chevinne. 
Many defenders were buried in the 
ruins. The attackers’ lost three 
killed and several wounded. The: 
front of the building was badly 
damaged and part of the plant was 
wrecked, but the presses were un- 
damaged. 


Loyal Troops Arrive. 


Three thousand loyal troops 
marched in from Lichterfelde, a 
suburb southwest of the city. They 
were received by the citizens with 
rejoicing and even tears. It was 
precisely such a reception as 
would be given soldiers arriving to 
relieve a city occupied by an enemy.

Berlin, January 12.—Rosa Luxem- 
bourg, associated with Dr. Karl 
Liebknecht in the leadership of the 
rebellious Spartacan forces-in Ber- 
lin, has been arrested by govern- 
ment soldiers, according to a report 
in The Taeglische Rundschau. The 
arrest is said to have been made 
when the troops were cleaning out 
the central office of the Spartacans 
last night, when Dr. Liebknecht's 
son also is reported to have beep 
taken. 

The capture of the Spartacans’ 
office was effected by the free use 
of hand grenades, The _ soldiers 
burned in the street an immense 
quantity of Boshevik literature 
found in the headquarters.

In the past few days news dis- 
patches have announced that the 
scourge has run its course, but 
nevertheless belated plans for aid 
are going forward while an answer 
to an official query is awaited. 

When the first cablegrams asking 
aid came, the American Red Cross, 
besieged with appeals from nearly 
every quarter of the globe, decided 
that nothing could be done for the 
distant islanders. They hoped the 
epidemic would wear itself out in a 
few weeks, or long before a relief 
ship could make the voyage. More 
appeals came and now the Red Cross, 
the state department and the French 
embassy are seriously eonsidering 
plans for getting supplies, medicines 
and doctors to the **: ‘’™ people. 
Replies were anxiously awaited, to- 
day to wireless me3sages sent to the 
island asking for a report on pres- 
ent conditions. 

More‘ than one-seventh of Tahiti’s 
population of about 12,000 inhabi- 
tants was dead a month ago, and 
the older generation of natives 
practically was wiped out. Official 
information is meager, but it co- 
incides with the story of the island's 
dreadful plight as told in dispatches 
from the Associated Press’ corre- 
spondent there. 

On thé island are two doctors, one 
of whom is the American consul, 
Dr. Thomas B. L. Layton. Medical 
supplies long ago became exhausted. 

A dispatch last month from the 
Associated Press correspondent de- 
serjbes the island as a charnel 
place with great pyres on which 
the bodies of the victims were 
thrown. 

Europeans and Americans who es- 
caped the scourge had organized 
golunteer corps to give what aid 
they could to relieve the suffering 
and dispose of the dead. The dis- 
ease already had spread to Moorea, 
and it was feared it would sweep 
the entire Society group.

Senator Sterling contended that 
existing relations tween America, 
Great in, France and Italy 
made a league to enforce peace un- 
necessary. Senator Myers advocat- 
ed establishing a restricted league 
later, without impairing the sover- 
eignty of its members, and with the 
central powers barred at least for 
this. generation. 

“The relations and mutual pur- 
poses of the allied nations are such 
as themselves constitute a perfect 
guarantee against war betweep 
themselves and reasonable guaran- 
tee of the peace of the world,” he 
declared. 

Regarding continuation of rela- 
tions between the four principal 
powers, Senator Sterling said no 
league could improve relations be- 
tween the United States and France. 

“And if Great Britain and the 
United St.tes should ever go to 
war,” he continued, “it will be for 
a cause. and under circumstances 
which no league of natioris can pre- 
vent or contrvl. 

“Italy, with the other three great 
nations, make the four who are to 
be ‘friends forever,’ and for the ad- 
justment of whose relations with 
each other no formal league of’ na- 
tions to enforce peace is required. 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. 
Sterling, conceding that President 
Wilson acted within his technical, 
legal rights in not consulting the 
senate regarding the peace terms, 
criticised the executive for aloofness 
and failure of co-operation.

Washington, January 13.—Estab- 
lishment of a gold settlement fund 
of several hundred million. dollars

one member of the interstate com- 
merce commission who supports the 
proposal to extend government op- 
eration of railroads five years, con- 
tended before the senate interstate 
commerce committee today that only 
through continuing federal man- 
agement for a sufficient period un- 
der normal conditions could the 
present freight rate structure be re- 
built to give “exact justice to the 
whole people rather than to the 
shippers and the carriers as classes.’ 

Reviewing accomplishments of the 
federal administration, Mr. Woolley 
said the $196,000,000 deficit of the 
railroads under government control 
should be charged as a war cost and 
defrayed out of the United States 
treasury. 

He also told the committee that 
only with a unified system of rail- 
roads could competition between 
water and rail carriers be eliminated 
and the choking of terminals pre- 
vented. 

“With all the carriers under fed- 
eral control for five years following 
the proclaiming of.peace and with 
the field part of the work of valu- 
ing these roads completed within 
the next three or four years, the 
cost of operation can be closely ap- 
proximated,” he continued. “Then 
for the first time it will be possible 
to fix rates that are reasonable and 
just from the standpoint of the con- 
sumer as well as of the shipper and 
the carrier.”

The unsettled feeling of the mar- 
ket was increased by the agitation 
stirred up by the Smith amendment 
to the United States cotton futures 
act, which seeks to prevent the de- 
livery of anything but the better 
grades of white cotton on contract. 
Tt was stated today by officials of 
the New Orleans cotton exchange 
that the exchange had taken a most 
determined stand against the amend- 
ment on the ground that, if adopted, 
virtual destruction of the future 
market, especially for hedging pur- 
poses, would result. 3

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Twenty-One Allies 
May Compete In 
Big Olympic Meet 


Plan Has General Per- 
shing’s Indorsement in 
His Letter to Other 
Commanders — French 
Back Move. 


Paris, Saturday, January 13.—A 
mammoth military Olympic meet to 
be held in Paris in May or June, 
under the auspices of the American 
army for athletes from all the al- 
lied fighting forces is projected in 
Plans announced tonight. 

General Pershing, the American 


commander-in-chief, who is taking 
a keen interest in the plans, is send- 
ing a personal letter to the com- 
manders-in-chief of the armies of 
all naffons with whom the United 
States has been associated durin 
the war, inviting the officers an 
men to participate. 

Twenty-one allied countries will 
be asked to take part and it is plan- 
ned that the games will surpass any 
other athletic competition ever con- 
ducted in the history of sports. The 
games will be financed entirely by 
the American army in co-operation 
with the welfare agencies now op- 
erating with it. 
~ The French government and the 
French army have given their ap- 
proval of the plan and have prom- 
ised their hearty co-operation. 

Pershing’s Letter. 

General Pershing’s letter of in- 
vitation to the French army, which 
is a duplicate of those sent to the 
aay of other armies, fol- 
Ow 

“The officers and men of the 
American expeditionary forces, be- 
ing keenly appreciative of the splen- 
did rélations which exist among 
those who have borne arms in the 
great common cause and which in 
the present Pe have so hap- 
pily developed into such deep feel- 
tings of mutual respect and admira- 
tion, are most anxious to preserve 
and strengthen this relationship in 
every way possible. 

“Now that active military opera- 
tions have ceased they believe that 
nothing could be more conducive to 
this, end than to gather in friendly 
competition on the field of sport 
representatives of the armies of 
each of the nations which have so 
long been associated together in the 
stern struggle for the right. 

“Accordingly, they have decided to 
organize an inter-allied athletic 
meeting, to be held in the Coolmbes 
stadium, Paris, during the month of 
May or June, 1919, in which officers 
and men of all these armies. shall 
be eligible to take part. 

As commander-in-chief of the 
American expeditionary forces, I 
have the honor, therefore, to invite 
through you, their commander-in- 
chief, the officers and men of the 
armies of France to participate in 
the contests and to express the 
earnest hope that the ties of the 
much-cherished spirit of comrade- 
ship which have sprung: up from 
the gallant joint efforts of our 
forces on the battlefield may thus 
be even more closely cemented. 

“Respectfully, 
“JOHN J. PERSHING.” 
American Army Host. 


The plan involves large questions 
of organization, finance and operae 
tion and the American army as host 
will assume responsibility in al! 
matters of this kind. The actual 
operating unit probably will be a 
games committee whose personnel 
will be selected by the chief athletic 
officer of. the American expedition- 
ary force and the committee will be 
authority on all matters pertaining 
to the games. 

This committee will ask the vari- 
ous armies each to name two dele- 
gates to sit as members of an ad- 
visory council. 

The only cost to the allied armies 


in training, transporting, equipping 
and rationing their own competing 
athletes. These expenses, it is un- 
derstood, each army prefers to 
carry. 

Individual prizes already have 
been provided for and will be artis- 
tic merit with symbolical designs. 
It is probable that team trophies 
also will be presented. 


Y.M.C.A.Physical 


Directors Here; 
Two Days Meeting

This conference was called by Bob 
Cubbon, southeastern department 
physical director, primarily to dis- 
cuss the various phases of the work 
and to outline plans for the year’s 
work. 

The morning was taken up by 
brief reports from the various men 
present on their problems and the 
high points of whatever success they 
met with in their particular field. 

The afternoon was devoted to dis- 
cussions of the present problems 
under seventeen distinct heads. 

The Y. M. C. A. work will not be 
lessened any because of the sign- 
ing of the ar aistice and the demo- 
bilization plans. It will just be 
changed around a bit to meet the 
new conditions and intensified, as 
the boys have more time on their 
hands than ever before. 

Some of the greatest athletes in 
the south, now in Y. M. C. A. serv- 
ice as physical directors, were pres- 
ent at the conference and their ex- 
change of views, together with those 
of professional men who have made 
a life’s study of physical training, 
tends to broaden the scope of the 
work. 

The success of the Y. M. C. A. work 
in the southeastern department is 
attributed mainly to the successful 
programs instituted, organized and 
conducted by these physical direc- 
tors as attested to over 20,000,000 
men reached by the department dur- 
ing 1918.

BASEBALL DRAFT 
WORRIES MOGULS 


Foundation of National 
Pastime May Be Shaken 
by Minors’ Demands. 
Meetings on Subject 
Start Today. 


New York, January ‘13.—Minor 
league club owners and managers 
are expected to make a determined 
effort to obtain relief from the 
pfesent draft regulatons at a series 
of baseball meetings which will be- 
gin here tomorrow, according to 
statements by officials arriving 
today. 

Several informal conferences were 


held this afternoon, and it was the 
feneral opinion that a new agree- 
ment must be reached with the ma- 
jor leagues, if the .minors are to 
share in the baseball] prosperity of 
the future. 

The draft and optional agreement 
between the two divisions of organ- 
ized baseball will be considered at 
two meetings tomorrow, which will 
usher in the most important week 
of baseball conferences in many 
years. The new International 
league will convene in the after- 
noon and, after a short session, ad- 
journ to attend a later joint ses- 
sion with the National Association 
of Professional Baseball agzues. 

In commenting upon the situa- 
tion, a prominent minor league man- 
ager said tonight: 

“The minor leagues have got to 
look to the gate in the future for 
their receipts, and in order to draw 
the fans we must have players of 
merit. The day is past when just as 
soon as we develop a minor league 
star we must perforce lose him by 
draft or sale. It has been proved 
conclusively in recent seasons that 
there is no money in developing and 
selling baseball players. The fan is 
the man who pays the bills, and un- 
less we cater to him and give him 
reasonably high-class ball, he will 
not attend the games. How can we 
do this if .our best players are 
taken away from us each season?” 

Another minor league veteran, the 
president of a league, said: 

“The minors buy three times as 
many players from the majors, in 
dollars, each season, as the majors do 
from the minors. It frequently hap- 
pens that a big league club will 
draft one or more players from one 
of my teams and, after a short trial, 
turn them back to a rival club by 
weakening one and strengthening 
the other, without regard to condi- 
tions in our league. These are just 
a few of the injustices of the draft 
at the present time. Unless the 
draft is lifted or revised, I am 
afraid that we have come to the 
parting of the ways.” 

“Joe” Tinker, who is a member 
of the minor league committee 
which is trying to procure reforms 
from -the major leagues, was in- 
sistent the draft must be lifted. 

“Heretofore ‘the minor leagues 
have asked, and when they have 
been turned down, they took it 
gracefully,’ said Tinker. “This 
time we will ask, and if the request 
is turned down, we will demand.”

He Geclared that he found his 
father in a dying condition on the 
public road about a mile from home 
soon after the assault. 

When Gilmore died in Atlanta the 


‘authorities at Fairburn began an in- 


vestigation of the affair, which re- 
sulted in the arrest of Womack. 
Gilmore was well known in Red 
Oak, having been living near there 
for the last three years. Womack 
has been married to Gilmore’s 
daughter for the past six years and 
has two children. 

Gilmore is survived by his widow; 
one son, Robert Gilmore, and four 
daughters, Mrs. E. J. Womack, Mrs. 
A. W. Womack and Misses Frances 
and Mildred Gilmore, all of Red 
Oak. The body was removed to the 
chapel of Harry G. Poole and will 
be sent early Tuesday morning to 
Forsyth, Ga., for interment.

- Aid in War Work. 


The report of the year’s work 
made last night shows how the as- 
sociation aided in war work. In 
fact, it says: 

‘Special committees have done excellent 
work in the sale of Liberty bonds, war 
savings stamps and in soliciting subscrip- 
tions for the American Red Cross, Army 
C. A., etc. In fact our association 
as a whole has given unstintingly of its 
time toward promoting government work 
in all of its lines. Our association office 
has also assisted in these different cam- 
paigns through the distribution of over one 
hundred thousand pieces of literature, 
‘‘Last January, when the Garfield clos- 
ing order came, our members immediately 
complied with every request or suggestion 
for the conservation of fuel. We also held 
special meetings to aid in the relief of the 
freight congestion at that time by urging 
more prompt unloading of cars and moving 
of the freight from ‘the depots. 

‘On February 22 our association spon- 
sored a civic entertainment for the &2d 
division, which was then stationed at Camp 
Gordon. On account of the magnificent co- 
operation given us through subscriptions 
and by ‘the good ladies of Aflanta we were 
able to have a most creditable entertain- 
ment which we believe was thoroughly ap- 
preciated by the soldiers. 

‘‘During the first part of 1918 we again 
joined with the Atlanta Freight Bureau and 
other southern organizations, thereby hav- 
ing legal representation in Washington 
when the question of a proposed increase 
in express rates was being heard before 
the interstate commerce commission. 

‘“‘In Msy our -association, in co-operation 
with the Atlanta Automobile associa'tion, 
materially assisted Mr. Clark Howell in 
raising Georgia’s quota of the amount 
pledged to the Dixie Highway association. 
“Our members from time to time as- 
sisted Mr. F. J. Paxon, state merchants’ 
representative of the fuel administration, 
by distributing his literature to their cus- 
and also by using attractive win- 
dow displays at proper times. 

‘“A committee from our association, head- 
ed by Mr. Lucian York, co-operated with 
the Southeastern Fair association in mak- 
ing a success of their patriotic celebration 
on July 4. Our members also further co- 
operated with ‘tthe fair association by clos- 
ing their stores at 1 o’clock on October 16 
in observance of Atlanta day at the fair. 
‘In compliance with President Wiison’s 
proclamation that a day of prayer be ob- 
served, our members closed their places 
of business on May 30 between the hours 
of 12 and 2 o'tlock and held devotional 
services at the Baptist Tabernacle.’’ 


THOUSANDS ON STRIKE 
IN LIMA AND CALLAO 


Lima, Peru, January 13.—A gen- 
eral strike involving between 20,000 
and 30,000 men was called in Lima 
and Callao today. Several thousand 
men also struck at the Morococha 
copper mines of the Cerro de Pasco 
company. 

The strike at Lima and Callao was 
called in sympathy with 2,000 strik- 
ing cotton mill workers, who are 
out demanding an eight-hour day 
and a 50 per cent increase in wages. 
All the stores, offices and factories 
in both cities are closed and the in- 
terurban services have been sus- 
pended. Foodstuffs are virtually 
unobtainable. Minor clashes have 
taken place between mobs and 
troops and a number of the strikers 
have been wounded. 

The government apparently fs in 
full control of the situation. Troops 
are stationed at all important points, 
Traffic on the central railway thus 
far has not been interrupted. 

At Morococha the strikers are as- 
suming a belligerent attitude. Al- 
ready they have attacked the bar- 
racks of the troops. They were 
driven oi and left a number of 
wounded behind. The mob then at- 
tacked the compressor building, do- 
ing considerable property damage. 
Strong forces of troops are on their 
way to Morococha. 


SOUTHERN EXPRESS 
SUING FOR TAXES 


Columbia, 8S. C., January 13.—The 
Southern Express company today 
brought suit in every county in 
South Carolina to recover more than 
$10,000 in taxes paid for operation 
in the state during the last twelve 
months. The suit is based on the 
alleged impossibility of the company 
to comply with contractual obliga- 
tions after the railroads were taken 
over by the United States govern- 
ment on December 28, 1917. Papers 
are being filed with every county 
treasurer in the state for the re- 
covery of taxes paid in that particu- 
lar county.

AT Y. M. C. A. MEETING 


Paris, January 13.—President Wil-

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OF AMERICAN DELAY 


Omsk, Russia, January 13.—<After 
a trip of virtually 3,000 miles from 
Viadivostok the correspondent of 
he Associated Press a ed 
here. Twenty-three days in wun- 
dér-heated cars were spent in mak- 
ing the journey. The inner windows 
of the third-class sleeping car, in 
which the correspondent had quar- 
ters, had been broken before the 
trai eparted from Viadivostok and 
seVeral of the outer windows broke 
during the trip. ‘These were board- 
ed up, but this did not succeed in 
keeping out the Siberian blasts en- 
countered, the temperature at some 
times being 45 degrees below zero. 

West of Irkutsk the trans-Si- 
berian railway has been improved, 
but east of that place it is seri- 
ously disorganized. Russian opin- 
ion ig favorable to the management 
of the railway by John F. Stevens, 
head of the American railway com- 
mission.to Russia, provided the 
Russians are given general con- 
trol. They seem impatient: over the 
delay in the negotiations and are 
insisting that Mr, Stevens be given 
power enough to proceed with his 
work and save the railroad before 
it is too late. 

Opinion expressed by people along 
the route was favorable to allied 
intervention against the Bolshiviki, 
but there were some bitter attacks 
made upon what was declared to be 
procrastination. The people said 
that they wanted the United States 
to declare its poli or to clear 
out of the country. Apart from in- 
tervention against the Bolsheviki 
the people seemed to be of the 
uninamious opinion that the United 
States should guard the trans-Si- 
berian railroad in order to insure 
an eventual international route 
from Vladivostok to Ostend. Con- 
siderable fear was expressed that 
Bolshevik bands might cut the rail- 
way, isolate Omsk and leave Siberia 
helpless and starving. 

Evidence of poverty and general 
distress was witnessed at the ma- 
jority of the stations passed. There 
was little food for sale. The people 
seemed downcast and in despair. 
The conviction was expressed by 
some that the Americans, who 
helped Europe to defeat the Ger- 
mans, would not desert the.Russians 
in their struggle against the ter- 
rorists. There was much evidence 
of sympathy with the Bolshevik 
principles, but it was coupled with 
complete repudiation of Bolshevik 
terrorism. 


AGREEMENT 1S SOUGHT 
UN LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Paris, January 13.—Leon Bour- 
geois, former premier and _ the 
French authority on a league of 
nations, said today that it had been 
agreed upon with the French gov- 


ernment that the French associa- 


tion of a league of nations would 
endeavor to reach an agreement as 
to procedure with similar associa- 
tions, especially in Great Britain 
and the United States. The former 
premier outlined the following plan: 

“First. The issuance, before the be- 
ginning of peace negotiations, of 
a solemn declaration by the allies 
fixing the fundamental rules of the 
organization of a league of nations 
with the assurance of the immedi- 
ate observance of the rules among 
themselves, 

“Second. The peace treaty shall 
contain the obligation of compul- 
sory arbitration and limitation of 
armaments. 

“Third—Immediately after the 
signing of peace a universal con- 
ference shall be called to fix the de- 
tails of a league of nations. The 
conference would look into the 
rights of each nation and would 
consider what should be done to a 
state resisting the decisions of the 
league. .It also would take meas- 
ures concerning any state not be- 
longing to the league and which 
caused trouble by violence. The 
project foresees, in order to compel 
the submission of such a state or 
states, the constitution of an armed 
force exercising international con- 
trol and the establishment of diplo- 
matic, juridical and economic meas- 
ures tendiig to isolate the rebel- 
lious state and compelling it to de- 
pend upon its own resources.” 

Germany, M. Bourgeois added, 
would have to undergo not only a 
political revolution, but also a moral 
one. 

“Her very soul has to be changed,” 
he said. 

In addition, Germany must give 
gmuarantees of a military character, 
make reparations and punish those 
who had violated all laws of hu- 
manity. Until that is accomplished, 
Germany must be compelled to ob- 
serve all the rules of international 
control to which other nations will 
have agreed voluntarily.

(From Everybody’s.) 

The wounded American agoldier, 
sent back from the front, gets a 
glimpse of the whole complicated 
machinery provided by the army 
medical corps. 

“And now, for the first time, the 
automobile takes its part in Bill's 
journey. If there is a big battle 
under way, there are certain roads 
that are kept inviolate for the 
wounded, so far as traffic from the 
front is concerned. The object of 
this leg of the journey is to get 
Bill to the nearest hospital... Up to 
now he has been in no hospital; 
only in improvised stations. Now 
and then Bill’s automobile passes 
other automobiles, which are also 
marked with the red cross of the 
army medical corps. Here’s a den- 
tist’s office on an automobile. 
Here’s an automobile looking some- 
thing like an ojil-tanker, with arm- 
like pipes swinging therefrom; ‘it 
is a mobile bath-house, Here's an- 
other car in which water is steriliz- 
ed, for germ-free water is abso-’ 
lutely necessary in dressing wounds, 
even up at the very front in the 
crude battalion dressing stations. 
And here’s still another huge Red 
Cross ear, with the word ‘Laun- 
dry’ marked on it. All these dress- 
ing stations must have linen, towels 
and aprons one hundred per cent 
clean, 

“Somewhere along the line Bill’s 
car will pass a camp in which all 
the litter-bearers and dentists and 
laundrymen and water-sterilizers 
and doctors and the drivers of all 
the various sorts of cars will have 
their headquarters and their homes. 
And, just to show the complexity of 
the yast machine, Bill, if he were 
sitting up and taking notice. might 
get an additional headache by dis- 
covering that, in this camp of the 
folk who take care of the wounded, 
there is a branch of the Red Cross, 
with a dentist and a little hospital 
for the mildly ill, just to take care 
of the men who take care of the 
wounded; Red Cross doctors to care 
for Red Cross doctors.”
